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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment entered on 1 0/22/2004 has been acknowledged by 
the examiner. The preliminary amendment includes: Removing number 51 from page 
8 line 15 of the specification, removing element 31 from Fig 2, and element 44 from Fig 
3. The application has been treated on the merits of the original and amended 
documents. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
combination recited specifically including: the details of the bight portion of the 
electronic device having a first section with a first gap of greater width than the second 
section gap for receiving the cover with at least a hook within the wider of the two gaps 
and being movable along the length of the pivot pin to the second section of the bight 
portion; is not rendered obvious by the prior art. The prior art of record to Konno et al. 
discloses the use of a rotational shaft for which a cover can rotate with respect to the 
housing, and can further be moved transversely along the shaft into a locked position, 
but lacks clear teaching of a first and second gap of different widths. Note also 
references to Matsuoka et al., Konno et al., and Lee showing the general art of the chip 
confining recesses.
